for the effective discharge of its functions: 

THE RAILWAY HATES TRIBUNAL RULES, 1949, 

MADE BY THE RAILWAY RATES TRIBUNAL 

WITH TIIE APPROVAL OF THE CENTRAL 

GOVERNMENT UNDER SECTION 44 OE THE 

INDIAN RAILWAYS ACT, 1890 (LX OE 1890). 

The following Rules made by the Railway Rates 
Tribunal under section 44 of the Indian Railways’ Act, 
1890 (IX of 1890), which have received the approval of 
the Central Government are published for general, informa- 
tion. 

PkeliMinahy 

L (1) These Rules may be cited as the Railway Rates 
Tribunal Rules, 1949. 

(2) Thev shall come into force, on 1st November 1949- 

2. (1) ‘Act’ means the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (IX 
of 1890). 

(2) The person making a complaint under section 41 of 
the Act shall be called the ‘applicant.,’ and the person 
against- whom the complaint is made and any persons who 
may be added as respondents shall be called "respondents’’. 
Any person who is allowed to intervene shall be called the 
"Intervener’’. 

(8) ‘Pleading’ shall moan the complaint, the answer 
given to it by the respondent, the reply given to it by 
the applicant and the grounds of. support or objections put 
in by an intervener. 

(4) ‘President’ menus the President of the Railway 
Rates Tribunal. 

(6) 'Secretary' means the person who is for the time 
■ being discharging the functions of the. Secretary ol the 
Tribunal. 

(6) ‘Section’ means a section of the Act. 

(7) ‘Tribunal’ means the Rai.way Rates Tribunal 
constituted by the Central Government under section 84 
of tho Act and includes, where the context so requires, a 
single member of the Tribunal exercising and discharging 
the functions of the Tribunal under section 48(8) of the 
Act or under these rules. 

(8) 'Writing’ shall include typing, printing, lithography 
or script mechanically reproduced. 

(9) Words and expressions defined by the Indian Rah- 
wrvs' Act, 1890 (IX of ,1890), and the General Clauses 
Act, 1897 fX of 1897), shall, unless there is something 
repugnant thereto in the context, have in these Rules, 
the same meanings as arc assigned to them by those Acts. 

Fotvm of Pt.faptngs, Sf.rvtcf, and Communication 

8. All pleadings, affidavits, interlocutory applications 
etc. presented to the Tribunnl, shall he written, tvpe- 
wnitten, or printed fnirlv and legibly on substantial white 
foolscap folio paper, with an outer margin at leRst one and 
a half inches wide mid an inner margin about one mob 
wide, and separate sheets shall he stitched together. 
The writing, typing or printing shall be on one side only 
of the paper, rmd numbers shall be expressed ih figures. 

4. When under these Rules if is directed that nnv 
document shall he signed by any party or person, such 
document may, in the case of a firm, he signed by am' 
person having authority to sign - in the firm’s name, end- 
in the cafie of a hody corporate, association or authority. 


inay be signed by tho Chairman, president, managing 
director, general manager or secretary of tho body 
corporate, association or author. iy or bv any person 
authorised under the seal of the body corporate, association 
or authority to sign on its behalf. 

5. Every pleading shall he verified al the foot by tho 
party or by one ol the parties pleading or by some other 
person proved to the sat sfuction of the Tribunal to' be 
acquainted with the facts of the case. The person verfy- 
ing shad specify by reference to the numbered paragraphs 
of the pleading what he veiifi-'s of bis' own knowledge and 
what he verifies upon information received and believed 
to be true. 1 he verificat.on shall be signed by the person 
making it and shall state the date on which and the place 
at which it was signed. 

6. Unless otherwise specially stated, all communications 
intended for the Tribunal should be sent to the Secretary. 

7. Pleadings, petitions und other documents required or 
permitted to be filed under these Rules must be received 
at the Tribunnl s office within the time, if any, prescribed 
for the filing thereof. The date of receipt atLthe office of 
the Tribunal and not the date of posting will determine 
whether or not the papers were filed in time. 

8. (1) Unless otherwise ordered by the Secretary or the 
Tribunal, service of notices to parties or their representa- 
tives and of summonses to assessors and witnesses shall 
be effected by the notice boing sent through registered post 
to th e address supplied. 

(2) Service on the legal practitioner representing a 
party or on his authorised representative shall be deemed 
to be service on that party. 

Communokment of Prockkdings 

9. Every proceeding before the Tribunal shall be 

initiated by a complaint under section 41(1) or by an 
application b.v the Central Government under section 42(1) 
or by a reference made by the Central Government, under 
section 45 . 

10. (1) A complaint under section 41(1) shall be 

addressed to the Tribunal and shall be in writing signed' 
by the applicant and verified. It shall set out the name, 
description and full address of the applicant and if there 
bo a legal practitioner or any authorised representative 
acting for the applicant in the matter, his name and full 
address shall also be stated. 

(2) The Railway admiiiistrat : on against which th- 
complaint is made shall he named as respondent. If the 
applicant, is in a position to name any other person or 
persons who will lie directly and suhstant'aily affected bv 
the relief he is asking, then sue.h person or persons shall 
also be named us respondents. The n polio ant shall give 
the full names, description and addresses of the 
respondents in the heading of the complaint. 

(8) Two or more persons may jo'n in nn application, in 
which case ail subsequent proceedings shall be m their 
joint names. Where there is more than one appbcnnt, 
thev shall nominate in the application some nerson, being 
either one of the applicants or a legal practitioner or some 
authorised representative, as the person on whom any 
summons or notice may be. served on behalf of all the 
applicants. 

11. The complaint shall, contain n clear and concise 
statement of the facts, the grounds of complaint and the 
relief or remedy which tho applicant claims. It, shall be 
divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively. 

12. Every complaint shall be lodged with the Secretary 
at the Head quarters of the Tribunal or may be sent, by 
post as a registered letter 1o his ndrlresB. It shall be. 
accompanied bv us many copies as there arc respondents 
and seven mow copies for the ’use of f ile Tribunal and the 
assessors. 

13. With each eoinrficint th e ripolieanl shah nay a fee 
of Rs. 100 and an nLliriorml sum of Rs. 50 bv wav of 
deposit l-o meet the charges of the serve' 1 of notices etc. 
payable bv him. The total amount of R.r 150 may he 
paid in cosh, or crossed Postal Orders for the amount in 
flip name of the Secretary may be attached to the com- , 
plaint. 

14 An application bv the Central Government under 
Ruction 42(1) or a reference to the Tribunal by the Central 
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Government under section 45 may be made by a letter 
addressed to the Tribunal and sent by Registered Rost to 
the Secretary. 

Registration of complaints and service of copies, etc. 

15. (1) On receipt of a complaint made under sec- 
tion 41(1), the Secretary shall mart: on it the date of its 
receipt and initial it. 

(2) If a complaint is not in the proper form or is not 
accompanied by the necessary fee or deposit and the 
application does not cure the defect within the time allowed 
by the Secretary, the Secretary shall lay it, as soon as 
possible, before the Tribunal for orders. 

(8) The Secretary shall make out a list of the complaints 
duly filed, according to the order in which they are. 
received by him, give them serial numbers and enter them 
in a register to be maintained in the form given in 
Appendix ’A’. The year and serial number shall be placed 
at the head of all documents relating to the particular case. 

(4) The app'ications and references made by the Central 
Government under sections 42(1) and 45 respectively shall 
be separately numbered and entered in a similar separate 
register. 

16. (1) If on registering a complaint under section 41(11 
the Secretarv considers that there are persons not named 
in the complaint as respondents, who may bo directly and 
substantially affected by the relief asked for, he mav, by 
an order served on the applicant, call upon the applicant 
to add them as respondents. If the applicant does cot 
take anv objection within 15 days of the receipt of the 
order, then such persons shall be added as parties and 
treated as respondents, but if the applicant objects within 
the said period, the matter shall be placed before the 

■ Tribunal and will be heard and disposed of on a day of 
which due notice shall be given to the applicant. 

(2) When respondents are thus added, the applicant 
shall supplv additional copies of his complaint for being 
served on them and the names of the added respondents 
shall be entered in the register. 

17. (1) The Secretary may, at that stage, and the 
Tribunal mav at any stage of the proceedings, give,’ at the 
cost of the applicant, a public notice of the complaint, if 
it is thought that there are numerous persons who are 
not on record but have the same interest in the proceed- 
ings as the complainant or respondent. Such public notice 
may he given in the manner ordered by the Secretary of 
the Tribunal. 

(2) To any decision given by the Tribunal after such 
public notice, explanation (vi) to section 11 of the Civil 
Procedure Code, 1908, shall apply, 

18. A copy of the complaint shall be served on each 
respondent, with the seal of the Tribunal and an endorse- 
ment by the Secretary, requiring him to put in his answer 
to the complaint within thirtv days from the date of 
service and stating that in default of such answer being 
put in -within the time named, or any extension thereof 
duly granted the Tribunal may, proceed to hear ihe 
complaint in his absence In the case of a Railway, the 
copv mav be served on the general manager or the agent 
and general manager of the Railway concorned. 

Consent oases 

19 Jf before the answer is put, in by th P respondent the 
applicant withdraws his complaint in writing, the matter 
shall he deemed to have been disposed of, and the fee paid 
bv him and the deposit made bv him shah b P refunded 
to him after deducting the charges which he was liable 
to pay in respect of the service of copies of the complaint 
etc. 

20. In all cases the parties mav, by consent in writing, 
dispense with the formal proceedings hereinafter mention- 
ed, or some portion of them and orders by consent mav 
he drawn up, and, if anprovod of bv the Tribunal, may 
ho treated as thp order of the Tribunal 

Answer 

21. Within thirtv davs from the service of the complaint 
upon the respondent or within such extended time as mav 
he fixed bv the Secretarv or the Tribunal, the respondent 
shall filn with the Secr°tnrv an answer to the complaint 
alone with eight copies thereof. It msv he either presented, 
to thp Secretary in his office at the headquarters on 


sent to him by Registered Post. The respondent shall 
also make a deposit of Rs. 50 to meet the charges of 
service of notice etc. payable by him The amount may 
be paid in cash, or crossed Postal Orders for the amount 
in the name of the Secretary may be attached to the 
answer. 

22. (1) The answer shall contain a clear and concise 
statement of the facts which form the ground of defence 
or of any other objections relied upon. It may admit the 
whole or any part of the facts stated in the complaint 
It shall be divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively. 

It shall be signed by the person actually making the 
game and duly verified. It shall be endorsed with th<^ 
name and address of the respondent and if thero be a 
legal practitioner or authorised representative acting for 1 
him in the matter, with the name and address of such 
person. *- 

(2) If the answer is not in the proper form or is not 
accompanied by the necessary deposit and the respondent 
does not cure the defect within the time allowed by the 
Secretary, the Secretary shall lay it, ns soon ns possible, 
before the Tribunal for orders. 

23. Copies of the answers received from the respondents, 
if any, shall he sealed and initialled bv the Secretary and 
served on the complainant with an endorsement reqimng 
him to put in his reply, if any, to the answers within 
14 days of th e date of service. 

Reply 

■ r ^' r ' applicant shall, within 14 days from the service 
of the copy of the answer on him or on hie authorised 
representative or legal practitioner or within such sh rter 
or extended time as may he fixed, file with or send hr 
Registered Post to the Secretary his reply (if any), 
together with seven copies of the same for the us e of ihe 
Tribunal and assessors and as many more copies as there 
are respondents. 

25. (1) The applicant in such reply mar object to rhe 
said answer stating the grounds, or deny the facts stated 
therein or admit the whole or any part of such facts 

(2) The reply shall be divided into paragraphs numbered 
consecutively, shall be signed by the applicant or by his 
authorised representative or legal practitioner and dulv 
verified. 

(3) If the reply ia not in the proper form and the 
applicant does not cure the defect within the time allotted 
by the Secretary, the Secretary shall lay it, as soon as 
possible, before the Tribunal for orders. 

(4) The Secretary shall serve each respondent with a 
copy of the applicant’s reply to his answer 

26. (1) If the complainnnt does not deliver a ieply the 
pleadings shall be deemed to be closed at the expiration 
of the period prescribed for such reply. 

12) No pleading subsequent to the reply shall be pleaded 
without loave of the Tribunal. 

Amendment of pleadings 

27. The Tribunal may at any stage of the proceeding* 
allow any T pleadings to be amended, or may order to he 
struck out any matters which may tend to prejudice 
embarrass or delay the fair hearing of the case, and al 
such amendments shall he made as mav he necessary' for 
the purpose of determining the real questions in eontro 
versy between the parties. 

28. The Tribunal may, if it thinks fit, at any lime 
during the proceedings, communicate with the parties in 
writing, and may require answers to such enquiries ns it 
may think fit to make. 

Interrooataries 

29. Any party may apply to the Secretary or the 
Tribunal for leave to deliver interrogataries in writing for 
examination of the opposite party. In such case the 
provisions of Order 11 of the Civil Procedure Code, 1908, 
will apply mvfatis mutandis. 

Production of documents 

30. After the closure of the pleadings, a dav shall be 
fixed for the settlement of the issues and communicated 
to the parties. ■ On or before such date or within such 
extended time ns may bp allowed by the Secretarv or the 
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Tribunal, each party shall produce with a list, documents 
in his possession on which he wishes to rely at the hearing 
and no such document will be admitted thereafter except 
with the leave of the Tribunal. 

81. Either party may apply for an order directing the 
other party to make a discovery of th e documents winch 
are or have been in his possession and the provisions of 
Order 11 of the Civil Procedure Code, 1908, will apply 
m ut utis mutandis. 

82. The Tribunal may, at any time during the pendency 
of the case, order the production by any party thereto, 
of such of the documents in his possession or power, 
•elating to the matters in question, as it may think fit. 

33. Either party shall bo entitled, at any time before 
£i- at the hearing of the case, to giv e a notice in writing 
■i the other party in whose pleading reference is made 
to any documents, to produce them for the inspection of 
the party giving such notice and to permit him to take 
oopies thereof. Any party not complying with such notice 
shall not afterwards bo at liberty to put in such documents 
in evidence on his behalf in such proceedings without the 
leave of the Tribunal, unless he satisfies the Tribunal that 
he had sufficient cause for not complying with such notice. 

84. All books, documents and other things produoed 
before the Tribunal, whether voluntarily or on requisition, 
.inav be inspected by the Tribunal and also by the parties 
to the case. The Tribunal may, however, in its discretion, 
refuse publication of such parts of the books, documents 
or thingR produced as the parties may submit to be pre- 
judicial to their Interests to publish. 

Issues 

85. As soon as a complaint is registered, the President 
or one of the members nominated by him shall remain ii. 
'■hargo of it, and pass nil the orders required to he passed 
hv the Tribunal upto the stage when the date for the 
settlerhent of the issues is fixed. He shall then place the 
proceedings before the President for orders, and unless 
otherwise ordered by the President, be will either proceed 
with the matter himself with the aid of assessors and 
dispose of it or refer it to the President under the secood 
uroviso to sub-section IS) of seotion 48 for being further 
heard by the Eull Bench. 

86 t)n the date fixed or on any subsequent date to 
which the case is adjourned, the Tribunal shall frame the 
issues on which the decision of the case appears to depend. 

87. When the Tribunal is of opinion that the issues 
caunot be correctly framed without the examination of

(8) A party may appoint a person to act as his repre- 
sentative in any proceedings by writing signed by him, 
and such representative shall be entitled to appear and bo 
heard on all occasions when hie principal might so appear 
and to do in connection with the proceedings covered by 
his appointment any act or thing, or give any consent or 
receive anv notice or otherwise represent the party appoint- 
ing him as fully as the party could do. Any such 
appointment may be revoked or varied by a writing signed 
by the party, provided that such revocation or variation 
shall not he operative until filed with the Secretary or tho 
Tribunal.
